Modern Boxers 


Jack Solomons thinks that 
most modern boxers are too 
luzy to train properly, anywoy. 
“l used to run a gym here, half- 
n-crown a day, ten shillings o 
week, It ‘made no profit, Bul 
the voxers wouldn't use ft, Even 
out of season a boy should go to 
\he gym a couple of times a 
week, [t's fis workshop, You 
ring « menoger tor a substitute 
Nghter at short notice and what 
do you get?) ‘My boy's not in 
condition.’

“Bushman” theory for the 
origin of Southern Africa's rock 
artists but also said that 
Southern Rhodcsia's ““slave_plits” 
were not constructed to hold 
slaves and that the “Zimbabwe 
bird” was clearly not a bird but 
a reptile. 


Colonel Boullbee said that the 
only evidence connecting Bush-

the soil in lumps, 
weighing as much os 


practically 
under the 
sank: into 
sometimes 
20 pounds. 


When the white man came to 
New. Zen’ ind, he = immedlately 
realised the value of the kauri 
tree. It was a glant of the 
forest, with strong, but easily 
worked timber, and = ship- 
builders of the windjammer 
days eagerly sought It for masta 
and’ spars, uite a few of 
Britain’s ships-o'-the-line and 


fry, were equipped with o top- 
hamper which came from New 
Zealand's kauri forests. 


Difficult 


The timber from the Kauri 
tree wos also In demand for 
building, furniture and a 
hundred-and-one, other uses. It 
had ao beautiful straight grain, 
making it easy to handle by the 
traftsman. There . were few 
knots in it, and Jts durability 
under hard. wear. was ¢x- 
ceptional, ‘ 


With all these attributes, It Ls 
not surprising that New 
Zealand's kaourl forests soon

VARIETY 

A variety of cruises by ships 
of many nationalities have been

This winter there arc no 
fewer than 78 crulscs out of 
New York—-34 by British ships, 
45 by Dutch, seven by Iatian,

A. significant feature Is Vhat 
American tonnage docs not 
eater for this market, Ships 
which do, therefere, are 1 valu= 
able source of dollars to thelr 
respective countries (assuming 
they are not under a “flag of 
convenience’). 

Prices by European stan- 
dards are not choap and range 
from $20-25 per day per person 
minimum on short cruised, and 
up to $150 per day per person 
for the best suiles for some of 
the round-the-world cruises. 

While the American market 

_concentrates almost entirely on 
winter crises, the British mar- 
ket confines itself for the 
grenter part to summer cruises. 

The reason Js that so much 
of the tonnage used for winter 
crulses out of New York is 
employed in the summer 
months carrying) “Americans 
neross the Atlantic, Assuming 
{hat tonnage could be made 
available, it remains to be Scen 
whether the Americans would 
buy short summer crulses—for 
instance, cruises from New 
York up the St Lawtence River 
to Montreal.

Singapore, Jan. 28.. 
A Scottish estate has been 
loft to the son of a four- 
. year-old English boy liv- 
ing in Malaya. 


The boy is Michacl Bardwell, 
son of a planter in Negril Sem- 
bilan, central Malaya. 

The estate is at Dunstaffnage, 
on the coast of Argyll. With 
it goes a rambling house; .a de- 
serted castle—at one time the 
seat of Scottish monarchy, and 
now sald to be haunted by 
long-dead kings—and four an- 
cient titles. 

The previous owner, Captain 
Angus John Campbell, died on 
January 16. Jie directed in his 
will that the estate be left not 
to his nephew, Michael's. father, 
Mr M. EB. Bardwell, nor to 
Michacl, but to Michael's son. 

It is believed that under 
British law death duties will 
thus not be immediately  pay- 


able.
